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Claims 1-42 are generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct species each 
requiring separate search and consideration. The burden of search and examination on the 
office is comparable with the relevant classification of the various species. The relevant 
portion of the US Classification system is generally organized according to the identity of the 
acidulent and/or sequestrant additive and the film-former. For purposes of examination, 
application must select 1) a single film former or mixture of film formers from the group 
including alginates, pectin and cellulose ethers; 2) a single acidulent or mixture of 
acidulates selected from the group including acetic, lactic, malic, fumaric, succinic, tartaric, 
adipic, citric, sorbic, ascorbic, isoascorbic, erythoribc, gluconic, phosphoric, pyrophosphoric, 
hydrochloric and sulfuric acids and the salts thereof; as well as, glucono-delta lactone and 
alkali metal bisulfates and; 3) a sequestrant, if present, selected from the group including 
phosphoric acid salts, citric acid salts and sodium hexametaphosphate. For example, 
applicant could elect the water soluble film comprising 1) an alginate film former, 2) an 
acidulent comprising citric acid or its salts and 3) a sequestrant of sodium 
hexametaphosphate. The species are independent or distinct because the specific film 
former, acidulent or sequestrant because there is no evidence of record the one of ordinary 
skill in the art would consider the substitution of one particular species for another disclosed 
species for each of the three components to have been obvious. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even 
though this requirement is traversed. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement 
must include an identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, 
and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. 
Applicant is cautioned that election of a single acidulent species such as citric acid or its 
salts would not appear to make claim 1 readable on the elected species as it explicitly 
requires at least 2 materials in the acidulent component. An argument that a claim is 
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allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by 
an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
(i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected 
invention.

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 
35 U.S. C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, 
the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.
